On Friday night about 12 o'clcck, as 
Mr. John G. Butler, bar-kecpcr at the 
Troup House, w.as in tbe act of going to 
bed;the,; thought that.,be. smelled fire_ 
somewhere, and imraodiatoly proccodccl"'’" '' 
to make an investigation. 
His room 
was over Dr. McKinnon’s drug store in 
tbe block facing tho hotel, and ■which 
was formerly known tjfl the "Woodson 
block, on Water street. 
Mr. Rutler 
dressed himself arid left his room for 
the purpose of ascertaining whether 
there was anything wrong.pr not. "When 
he got into tbo passage and reiiobed the;;» 
door of the room adjoining his own, ho 
saw a light and knocked at the door, 
but received no answer. 
This room was 
occupied by a negro who w.as in the 
employ of Dr. KcKinnon; and as he 
saw that the flame was .becoming mor-e 
formidable every moineut, he dctermiii- 
ed upon breaking in tho door if possible, 
which after considerable exertion he 
succeeded in doing' 
Previous to this, 
ho found that the negro wes awake and 
was making efforts to open tho door, 
but his excitement was so great that all 
his attempts were unavailing. 
When 
the door was burst open, Mr. I’utlof 
became satisfied of the fact that a hrige 
fire bad broken out, aud he lo.st no time 
in giving the alarm. 
In a very short 
time the locality was crowded by citi­ 
zens, and by negroes, almost all of 
whom stood on tbe side-wallc by tho 
Troupe House, surveying tho doomed 
block, but making no effort to save it,— 
Fire Company, Phcenix No. 1, was on 
the spot, as was also the Washington 
Company (colored), both of which went 
to work in a most untiring manner to 
save the buildings. 
Unfortunately; 
however, they were rather cloCoient in 
hose; and to this, as much as anytiiing 
else, may be attributed tho extensive 
destruction which we here record. 
The flames continued to .spread slowly 
but surely, and its undimiutshed strides 
were soon visible both at the extreme 
right and left of the building iu which 
it had originated.

Messrs. Curry & Co., cotton factors and 
Commission Merchants, and (4) the 
hardware store of Messrs. J . H. Rob­ 
bins & Co., leaving only the store of 
Messrs. Keeblc & Co. standing on the 
square.

Editors Atemphis Appeal-:—Since 
my dispatches to you, affairs remain 
pretty much as they were. 
Citizens 
continue to flee from Augusta, some 
going to Little Rock, many to White 
county, and numbers to your city. 
Upham and bis brigands have ceased to 
rob, simply because they have stolen 
everything that was stcalablo. All the 
stores are closed, but the people have 
not been molested so much in the last 
day or two. It is said by those lately 
from there, that Upham says if the 
people will organize home guards and 
keep the “outsiders,” os he calls persons 
living in the neighboring country, from 
committing outrages on the loyal peo­ 
ple, he-will withdraw his forces. 
This, 
to say the least, is decidedly cool. This 
cutthroat robber, with a band, if possi­ 
ble, worse than himself, comes to a 
quiet, peaceable village, quarters him­ 
self upon the people, imprisons the cit­ 
izens, guts the stores, drives the inhab­ 
itants away from their homes, murders, 
robs, plunders and outrages at will, 
sparing neither age nor sck, and after 
he has taken all that he can find, when 
there arc no more people left to plunder, 
or stores to rob, when vengeance is 
being prepared for him, coolly proposes 
for the people to form a home guard for 
the protection of the “loyal.” And 
who arc the “loyal” that he wants pro­ 
tected? Men of his stripe—thieves.mur- 
derers, cutthroats, the icum of the 
earth! 
They will need protection bes 
fore long if I mistake not. The citizcs 
with whom I talked on my trip around, 
say that the report made hj the “Adjuj 
taut” of the Governor (of whom 
spoke in the accounts I gavo you the 
other day) is simply a lie made out of 
whole cloth. 
The militia take what 
they please and .pay for nothing, his 
statement to the contrary notwithstand­ 
ing. 
Among the last prisoners taken by 
these robbers IS Col. Jelks, late sheriff, 
whom they arrested in the night and 
took to Augusta, taking with them ev­ 
ery valuable in his house, even the bed 
clothing off his little children. There 
are not a half dozen young men left iu 
the town. 
A private letter “received hero a day 
or so ago from Sevier county, shows 
that the condition of affairs there is not 
a whit better than at Augusta' That 
worst of cutthroats, Catterson, contin­ 
ues to plunder, murder and burn, at his 
own sweet will. 
The militia ride up to 
a man’s house and put the question 
“ Did you voto for Grant?” 
If the re­ 
ply is ‘‘no,” they either shoot tho party 
down in his tracks, or torture him, plun­ 
der the house, take bis horses and 
mulos, shoot his dogs and other domes 
tie animals, and generally wind up by 
burning the house. 
In Lafayette county the citizens arc 
leaving their homes and flying to Tex­ 
as. lioaviug bands of militia are pinn 
dering the Little river country in the 
same way as in Sevier. 
Near Rondo 
eight negroes who belonged to the mill 
tia went to a man’s house by the name 
of Jones, and two of them guarded him 
while the others in succession ravished 
his wife and plundered his house.

know men diifer in thoir views. 
I set 
out upon the subject of good .ripe fruit, 
I f it is good of course it is palitablc. 
ct that does not make it healthy; 
its 
icing ripe and good has a leaning in that 
direction. . The Good Quo introduced 
it in the world for roan’s use, (not a- 
buse) precisely at the best time to pro­ 
mote man’s health. 
W ho can say that 
those nice.m elting and delicious pears 
found iu our nursories arc not healthy? 
Just go over to iMr. 11. 11. Huiidlcy’s 
who 
has two thousand trees' in one 
orchard. 
Say they arc unhealthy, that 
excellent and clever man would think 
one crazy, and so would I. 
• 'fake a good ripe peach in its season, 
what is more delicious, and thou what 
can be more refreshing to the system, 
giving tone to the digestive organs and 
to the bowcla. 
Some physicians give 
th^ir typhoid patients ripe poaches and 
■'ripe grapes, because it revives t'uo sali- 
’.'ary glands, and has a tendency to res­ 
tore the necessary healthful iiuids.— 
F iu iis, good ripe fruits are healthy, be­ 
cause the Good One has made ilieui to 
ripen precisely at the time 
the .sy.steiri 
roost needs them, and after 
all the 
healthfulnoss connected with good ripe 
fruit. 
Mow exceedingly pleasant are 
such fruits. 
From May to November, 
the strawberries, the raspberries, the 
plums, the early Jan e pear, the peach, 
ail along till the let of Novcrobci. 
If 
the people wore just supplied, our gen­ 
eral hcaitli would be bettor. Now these 
supplies can be had at all the nurserie.s. 
B y little care and bui little trouble, any 
of us can have a plenty- (.f good fruits 
ordinary .seasons all Summer 
For one, 
sir, I believe, tliat if all persons gener­ 
ally were to cat a plenty o f good ripe 
fruits', sueb persons would 
seldom if 
ever have a chill, or billious feVer. Tim 
very life animating juices of the dwarf 
pear, and ripe peach, have a tendency 
to drive off biiliousnc5.s and dyspi ptic 
inclinations. 
And while the .slomae \ Í: 
bowels are right, who could have such 
diseases? 
Again these fruits dried, in 
the wintertim e what is more hoaltliful 
'i'ho time has come w'.icn we have of ne­ 
cessity;, to cat less liog meat, supply its 
place iu sumiller with good ripo fruit, Si 
. in winter with dried fruits, alwavs on 
oor table in some shape, who can ijufs-

I desired niy vines not to produce a 
grape, that is the coursG I would pursue. 
I f I wansed theni to rot, I wouhl trim 
them and let 
them bleed. 
Now sir; 
taking nature as our 
guide, tlie best 
time to trim fruit trees and prune gvapc 
vines, is just as the leaves rove f.llen. 
Nature has doue its office for thegrotvili 
o f that tree or vine for that, .s.-'asotr, 
and by coldest weather the cut or wound 
■will have healed over in a great degree 
The c.dd hahit was to prune in thcSpring 
and then around the wound grow out 
many little twigs, all to ciit .off ag'ain.

Upon being escorted to the riglit of 
t!;o Oiiair, Uen. Moade was cotdiaily 
weleinnod by the Pri'.;.ident, and formal­ 
ly iiitiodv.eed to the Convcnlion. 
The 
fullotving is his address in .substance; 
lie desired to thank the Convention 
for its oour'cous recopttou of Itini. 
He 
I had boon sent by Ibo 
Conimaiider in' 
■ Chief of tlie Army, at the insitincc of 
tlie Fresidout, to exoctite a militriry bill 
pas.sed by the Congress of the United 
¡States. 
As a soldier his duty was plain,, 
and he .should not travel out of the in­ 
structions cmhraced in that Bill. 
As 
to it? legality he knew nothing and it 
did not become him to inquire. 
I t was 
his business to obey instructions, 
and 
those were to see that its i;ioasures were 
carried out. 
His p6.-ition was an em­ 
barrassing one in eoming among stran­ 
gers to pi.vform diificult and delicate 
duties. 
H e had no acquaintance with 
any eao iu the Alilitary llistriet he had 
been .sent to command, had never been 


in it before save merely to pa.ss tbrough. 
lie wouM endeavor to faithfully povform 
his duties, and hoped tlio whole people 
would be bcnelil tedi .thereby, and content 
wilii hi.-i action when hiamis.sion among 
them had ended, 
lie hoped (he Con­ 
vention would be just and moderato in 
its delibeviitionf; aucl that it would frame 
a Cimstiiution which everybody could 
endorse. 
The mililary hill left it optional with 
tlio people to aceept or not t to Constitu­ 
tion framed hy the Convention, and it 
was his linn purpose to sec that they, 
without interforonco, should express 
their .assent or dissent when it was siib- 
milti:d to th6m. 
lie did not consider 
that any aeticn of the Cunvenlion— il.s 
orditianeo.s or rosolutions—was legal and 
hinding until the same had been ratilied 
by the pcoi>!o, and ap[iroved by the 
i ’re.sident and Coiigres.?, yet, under the 
peculiar circumstances, and anomalous 
state of aiVairsin the State, might give 
vitality to .some measures when it was 
made 
apparent that the good of the 
people demanded it. 
In tíii.s connec­ 
tion Gen. Moatlo made aliusi.ni to the 
subject o! relief. 
Again thaukiiig ihe 
Convention fur attention shown him, 
and ludnlging the hope that hi.s roia- 
ti.ins: with it might be harmoiiii us, Gen 
Meade retired to the fleer ef the Con­ 
ven t ion.
